CALL OUT VOLUNTEERS 


125,000 American Militia Ready to Move on Cuba and 


Scatter the Spaniards. 


United States Cruisers Take in More Prize Ships-Blockade of Havana Harbor 


Complete«Formal Declaration of War Will Come on Monday- 


War Rumors from Both Sides of the Atlantic. 


Capture of the Alfonso XII—Three Shots. 


\ew York, April 23. -A special to the Press from 


Key West says: The United States cruiser New 
York captured a big Spanish ship ten miles off Ha- 
vana, supposed to be the merchantman Alfonso XII 
(not the war ship of that name as erroneously re- 
ported yesterday.) 
The captured vessel was from 


Barcelona for Havana, acting as a transport ship, 
carrying a thousand Spanish troops. When sighted 
Admiral Sampson's flagship gave chase and sent a 
shot across the Spaniard's bow. This did not stop 
her and a chase of four miles followed, and three 
more shots were fired which made the steamer 
heave to. If, as supposed, it is the Alfonso XII, she 
is a very rich prize. She is the mail steamer of the 
Spanish trans-Atlantic line, and is worth $1,000,000. 


Said to Be the Pedro. 


St. Louis, April23.-The Post-Dispatch Key West 


special says: The cruiser New York arrived this 
morning. The steamer captured is said to be the 
Pedro, not the Alfonso XII.

'•Whereas, In carrying into effect the said resolutions, the president of the Unit* 


ed States deems It necessary to set on foot and maintain a blockade of the nortb 
coast of Cuba, including all ports of said const between Cardenas and Babla Honda 
and Foit Cienfuegos on the south coast of Cuba; now, therefore, 


"I, William MoKinley, president of the United States, in order to enforce salJ 


resolutions, do hereby declare and proclaim that the United States of America hae 
Instituted and will maintain a blockade of the north coast of Cuba, including the 
ports of said coast between Caruenaa and Babia Honda, and Port Clenfuegos on the 
sooth coast of Cuba, after and in pursuance of the law. of the United States and 


the laws of nations applicable In such cases. 


An efficient force will bo posted BO as to prevent the entrance and exit of ves- 


sels from the ports aforesaid. 
Any neutral vesfcl approaching said poris or at- 


tempting to leave the same, without notice or knowledge of the establishment of 


such bloekude, will be uuly warned by the cummander ot the blockading tercet, 


who will indorse on her register the fact, and tho date of such warning, where sucb 
indorsement was made; and If the same vessel shall again attempt to enter any 


blockaded port, she will be captured and ssnt to the nearest convenient port fi<r 
such proceedings against her and her cargo as pr'/o as way be deemed advisable. 


Neutral vessels lying in any of said port j at the time of the establishment of 


sucb blockade will be allowed 30 days to Issue therefrom. 


In witness whereof, I have hereunto set ray hand and caused the seal of tho 


United States to be affixed.

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Sbop Practice at University of Illinois 


The University of 111]cols was the first 


Institution in America to establish shop 
practices. The Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology at Boston la frequently 
credited with this distinction, although 
she never claimed Itjfor herself. In this 
matter Illinois preceded Massachusetts 
by eight years. In 1870 thla institution 
began a course of what Is now popularly 
known as man sal training. From the 
V3ry beginning the chief object wag to od- 
ooate the student and not to manufacture 
a machine, the aim was to train young 
men to become mechanical engineers who 
oonld design machinery, and not merely 
to make expert workmen. The steam en- 
gine which ran nil the shops for SO years 
was designed by the professor and made 
by the students. It was of a novel design 
which has since eome to be the standard 
among modern engine builders. 
The 


course in shop practice at the University 
of Illinois has certainly been the pattern 
for several much older Institutions. The 
Mechanical Engineering Department has 
jnsl move into a fine new building which 
affords the moon needed space for the 
rapidly expanding work.

Is a Valuable Vessel—Carp) Worth 


$500,000. 


Key West, April 38.—The Bnena Ven- 


tura, captured by the United States fight- 
ing gnnboat Nashville, now at Key West, 
is an English built steamship, owned by 
Olsn, Laniaga & Co. She H 278 feot 
long, 84.4 feet in beam and 28.7 feet ia 
draught. She was on her way from Pas- 
cagonla, Tex., to Rotterdam. 
She left 


Cienfogoes in March fot Paioagonla, ar- 
riving there on March 39, and sailed on 
April IS, aftei taking on » caigo. 


It ia reported tbat the Buena Ventuia, 


with her oargu, Is worth $500,000. The 
mode of procedure in bringing about her 
deposition as a prize vessel will be to 
bring action in tbe United States district 
court. 
If tha couit finds tbat the ship 


wae a legitimate prize she will be ap- 
praised, condemned and then sold at auc- 
tion by the United States marshal. If 
she is taken by the government, then tho 
court will take notice of her value, as 
shown by the Inventory. 


One-half of tbe value of the prize will 


go to the government, £Of the other half, 
one-twentieth pait will fco to tbo com- 
manding officer of the fleet, the captain 
will receive l-100tb, and tbe balance of 
tbojother halt will go to the Nashville?. 
Of tbe part going to tbo Nashville, one- 
tenth will be given to the commander of 
the vessel and the rest will be distributed 
among all of tbe officers and men on 
ward, according to their rate of pay. 
Tbe naval vessels within signal distance 
at the time a capture Is made are entitled 
to a share in the prize. 


According to prize laws, Captain May- 


nard will tarn the prisoners of war over 
to tho United States distciot attorney, 
who will decide the question of their dis- 
xifiltlon.

south in Arizona. In order to carve the 
huge letters either a scaffold of 100 
feet in height must lave been erected 
or the workmen must hive been low. 
ered over the face of the cliff, a dis- 
tance of 150 feet.—Philadelphia Press.

President Sntcllrfs Address. 


Below is given tbe address of President 


Sntclift in full: 


"Gentlemen of the Convention:—It is 


jnst one year ago since ws met In annual 
ccnventlon at Qulncy, when we had a 
very well attended and enthusiastic meet- 
ing, and I btdleve the best we bave ever 
beld in tbe state. 


"At that convention the fonndation 


was laid In th* Illinois division that led 
to an entire ctacgt of policy In our na- 


tional convention at Nashville. I do not 
wish to speak boaatingly of our division, 
bnt the sturdy and level-headed bueiaesj 
in on, selected as delegates at Qoinoy, were 
the leaders and not tbe followers in Na- 
tional T. P. A. matters at Nashville. 


•'For three years tho polijy of the Na- 


tional Association had been to antagonize 
the railroad for the purpose of obtaining 
what they wanted. 
Bnt this was not In 


accordance with the views of the Illi- 
nois division and by the wise and con- 
servative policy, as Eel forth by ns, other 
divisions joinod with ns and our policy to 
obtain concessions from tbe railroads that 
we might bave Interchangeable mileage 
that would protect the Interests of tbe 
commercial travelers and railroads alike. 
Immediately after this policy was put 
into execution by Mr. M. W. Phalen, 
ho was selected national ohairman of the 
railroad committee, and, I am proud to 
e\y, H a member of tbe Illinois division, 
and ttrough his conservative views we 
have succeeded fairly well. 


Tho T, P, A, commenced and did not 


oease \votk until we had suaeeded in get- 
ting a 1000 mile interchangeable book in 
the Centarl Passenger association good 
over forty roads and today we bave a 
fniriy pood ticket, not perfect by any 
means, but, with the friendly disposition 
shown us by the passenger association 
ani by the aid of the commercial travelers 
this ticket can be made almost perfect. 


"Today, gentlemen, I want to call or 


ovory mombor of the Travelers' Protoc 
tive asaoolatlon of America In Illinois, to 
put his shoulder to the wheel and work In 
harmony with the railroads, the jobbers 
and tbe manufacturers and by this he 
Kill help tbe T. P. A. This will benefit 
your city and your state, and I feel oonfl- 
dent we will accomplish more in a com- 
mercial way than any other body of uion 
have done. 


"It must be conceded by all commercial 


travelers that the T. P. A. Is the onlv 
commercial body of traveling men who 
have been recognized by the railroads as 
yonr national chairman of the railroad 
committee, Mr. M. W. Phalen, from Illi- 
ivjla, in the later 
part of 
last 
No- 


vember was invited to Washington to ap 
pear beforeJSoutbern passenger association 
an honor not conferred 
to any other 


body of commercial travelers. 


"Through tbe energy and push of the 


Travelers Protective association of Amer- 
ica our Intel state commerce laws have 
been amended so as to mage it 
possible 


and lawful for the railroads to sell inter- 
changable mileage at 2 cents per mile. 


"It Is the duty and should be the pleas 


ure of every commercial traveler, manu- 
facturer and jobber in the state of Illi 
noia to sustain and help by bis persona 
influence and ao-opcration an association 
which hap, through ita workings commit- 
tees and'officers, secured for them laws, 
week-end tickets, thousand mile tickets 
at reduced rates, and that great boon and 
convenience to commercial travelers, the 
interchangeable mileage tickets, now in 
force and rapidly becoming more popular 
with all lines of railroads. 


"Our association requires only $3 initia- 


tion fee, paid once, and $o dues, semi 
annually, which are the entire expenses 
of membership. 
Fcr this members re 


nelve in addition to all otber benefits, £2 
[er week indemnity for loss in time in 
case of disability by accident, and hie 
beneficiaries, ID case ot death by accident, 
$500Q;for loss of limb, eye sight, etc., pro- 
portionate amounts are paid. 
"Ibis association ia most economically 


conducted of any sin ilar association in 
tbe United States. Tbe per capita ex- 
penses for tbe year ending May let, 1897, 
wore only $1.48. Its work for the im- 
provement of hotel services, obtaining 
employment for its members and many 
otber things which cannot be obtained 
by indivldnal efforts, oan to obtained 
through this association and there are 
many otbfr good reasons why our juh 
here, manufacturers and traveling men in 
Illinois should became members of the 
T. P. A. 


"Oar association has not made the 


rapid strides in Illincis that it should 
have made In the past year. We ought to 
bave 5000 members and to accomplish 
this would be bnt a veiy smell undertak- 
ing; wi'b oar present membership ot 
1500 it would only take at. an average of 
three and one-half applications to each 
member to make tbls iinmbtr anil I feel 
confident that every member in tbls asso- 
ciation oan aooompllsh this much before 
tbe national convention In Omaha, May 
SI, when I hope to meet yon all there and 
every member will be shouting, 'Here 
acmes Illinois with 5000 strung.' At our 
state convention In 188? we bad a vary 
satisfactory report for 
tbe year juit 


closed, with 1104 members and today we 
have about 1600 members In good stand- 
Ing of the very beet traveling men in Illi- 
nois. You will see from the report of the 
chairman of tbe state board of directors 
that the expense for board meetings in 
Ib9" was IH2.02, while for tho year ju« 
cloEed, through economical management, 
the year's expenses have besn 138.97 for 
board meetings.
